comment. At that time railroad audi- 
tors issued the statement that he had 
left his accounts perfectly 
straight 


in every way. Railroad officials were 
silent in regard to the matter and 
neither the district attorney nor the 
sheriff,would make any statement in 
regard to it. 


Wolters disappeared from Kankauna 


Wednesday, July 27. He was appre- 
hended in Los Angeles under the 
name of Jack Clifford. Deputy Sheriff 
Bellew was dispatched from Appleton 
Wednesday afternoon and will arrive 
in Los Angeles on Sunday to take the 
prisoner in custody. He is expected 
to return here with him about the 
middle of next week.

is holding securities to the value of 
126,000,000 marks, owned by Ameri- 
cans and on deposit in German banks. 


These millions of marks are at Ger- 


many's command to help finance her 
contest with 
America 
for 
foreign 


trade. 


The German custodian of alien pro- 


perty tells these Americans that he 
cannot restore these moneys and se- 
curities until peace is formally con- 
cluded between the United Status and 
Germany. 


Other countries which have signed 


the Versailles treaty have settled up 
property matters with Germany as be- 
tween state and state, each country 
looking after the rights of its nation- 
als.The German custodian is aggrieved 
at the way in which former Attorney 
General Palmer and his alien property 
custodian handled German property 
during the war. Papers relating to 
German seizures of American property 
are marked "By reprisal." 


Not only is the 
restoration of 


moneys and securities to Americans 
held up pending completion of peace 
arrangements, but so is the settlement 
of affairs of 186 American-owned con- 
cerns in Germany. 


These concerns the. Germans 
ad- 


ministered compulsorily during the 
war. In some instances there 
are 


profits waiting for the American own- 
ers. 
In other instances goods made 


in these plants are being used now 
to fight American foreign trade.

Seattle, Wash.—Her hold 
filling 


with water from some unknown cause 
the Canadian government steamship 
Canadian Importer sunk early Thurs- 
day off the Washington coast, accord- 
ing: to wireless reports received by 
the Seattle harbor department. 


Part of the wrecked vessel's crew 


was taken aboard about the Seattle 
steamship Cordova, which rushed to 
the rescue in response to wireless 
calls for help. 


One lifeboat loaded with members 


of the crew is reported missing and 
wireless stations along the 
Pacific 


coast have flashed mariners to be on 
the lookout for the craft. 


At 8 p. m. Wednesday the position 


of the Cordova was given as 623 miles 
south of the Columbia river lighthouse. 
She was on her way to Portland from 
Honolulu. Shortly after midnight she 
received the distress call from the 
Canadian Importer. 


The message simply said: 
"There is 17 feet of water in our 


engine room and we are sinking fast." 


The Cordova steamed at full speed 


for the sinking vessel. When she ar- 
rived one lifeboat had already pulled 
away into the darkness and could not 
be found. The remainder of the crew 
was taken aboard the rescue 
ship. 


There were 44 men on the vessel. 


The Canadian Importer left Van- 


couver, B. C., Aug. 9 for Melbourne, 
Australia. 
She is believed to have 


stopped at several ports on the Puget 
Sound to complete her cargo which 
would account for her not being furth- 
er along on her journey.

German-American 


peace treaty was signed here at 5 
o'clock Thursday afternoon. 


The signing of the treaty Thursday 


put an end to the state of war which 
has existed between the United States 
and Germany since April 6. 1917. 


Signatures were affixed to the docu- 


ment by Ellis Dresel, American com- 
missioner, on behalf of the United 
States and representatives of the 
German government. 


The treaty

Thursday has been under considera- 
tion for some time. The terms were 
to be made public Immediately and 
were said to be substantially those 
of the Knox-Porter peace resolution. 


The treaty will be presented to the 


reichstag and the United States sen- 
ate for ratification.

group in the United States, original 
foes of the Versailles treaty, have won 
a complete victory. Official announce- 
ments at the White House that a sep- 
arate peace with Germany had been

members of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee yielded the 
informa- 


tion that at least a substitute for the 
peace treaty negotiated by President 
Wilson had been agreed upon between 
Germany and the United States. 


Germany Gives In 


The new treaty is brief and ingeni- 


ously worded. Germany conceded prac- 
tically every point. She gave the Un- 
ited States all the rights which were 
given to other countries under the 
Versailles treaty. In effect the new 
treaty does the following things: 


1. Establishes peace between the 


United States and Germany as soon as 
the pact is ratified by the United 
States senate,.and the Germar reich- 
stng. 


2. It grants to the United States 


all the right which were given other 
powers under the Versailles treaty. 


3. It makes possible the negotiation 


in the future of 
new 
commercial 


treaties. 


4. It contemplates the resumption 


of diplomatic relations as soon as the 
ratifications are exchanged. 


5. It makes possible the issuance of

Harshman's cache showed $500,000 


worth of notes signed by Davis; and 
$2,500,000 in notes signed by Harsh- 
man 
and indorsed 
by the Develop- 


ment Securities company, of which 
French was head. 


"We interrupted 
French just in 


time to prevent a panic among many 
banks and more than forty industrial 
concerns" said Clinnin. 


"French's plan of lining the vaults 


of banks with 
worthless 
securities 


would have rocked the financial world 
and tottered industry." 


Tho alleged outlaw financial opera 


tions mounted to $50,000.000 Thursday 
as safety deposit vaults 
over 
the 


country were pried open. 


Members of the gang 
of 
"bank 


wreckers" rushed to Assistant District 
Attorney Clinnin with confessions of 
their part in the French syndicate in 


an effort to get out from under and 
win immunity. 


Clinnin planned to allow the least 


culpable to turn state's evidence 
against French. 


Thirty-one firms, some 
of them 


legitimate business and some of them 
wild cat companies had been involved 
Thursday in the French operations. 


Many of these are in Ohio. These 


firms are going to the wall with the 
publicity given the frenzied plots. Two 
of them, organized by 
Charles K. 


Strobel, Akron, Ohio, confessed agent 
of French, have already hit the rocks. 


The case of the state centered large- 


ly about Alva Harshman, who was 
the first to confess following his vow 
to "get" French for fleecing him of 
$50,000. 


Master Schemer 


Harshman was expected back from 


Milwaukee Thursday where, together 
with operatives, he unearthed over a 
million dollars in 
securities. 
Some 


of these were bogus, it was said, and 
others good. 


The audacity of French has stag- 


gered all those -working on the case, it 
was said. The growth of the little 
rain coat company of Chicago, which 
sprung into the 
American Rubber 


company, with a capitalization of $1,- 
000,000 is only one of many instances 
of wild operations, Clinnin stated. 


Clinnin indicated that the Interna- 


tional bank of Washington, D. C., with 
which French is said to have nego- 
tiated for a loan of $1,000,000 to buy 
a Milwaukee bank, is blameless. He 
said directors of the bank considered 
French's deal, saw through it, and 
turned it down.

It is 
regarded as certain that the anti-beer 
bill can be pushed through congress 
within two months and Mellon's state- 
ment was taken to mean he proposes 
to hold up the regulations until that 
time. 


"The treasury takes the attitude," 


Mellon said, "thai it would be improp- 
er to issue the regulations while the 
bill is pending in the senate." It waa 
pointed out that congressional oppo- 
sition to the bill was not based on the 
ban against beer, but alleged illegal 
searches and seizures. The beer reg- 
ulations now have been delayed near- 
ly five monthg since the ruling of for- 
mer Attoi-ney General Palmer that 
the Volstead law does not prohibit 
the prescription of beer as medicine. 


Drys hailed Mellon's announcement 


as a signal victory. 


Wets declared Motion waa exceed- 


ing his authority in refusing to allow 
the sale of medicinal beer. 


Under regulations that have been 


drawn on the basis of the ruling of 
lormer Attorney General Palmer that 
the Volstead law does 
not prohibit 


medicinal beer, a sick man may ob- 
tain 4% gallons each month. 


When the beer bill would be passed 


is now uncertain. A long fight is 
still ahead of it when congress comes 
back from its vacation on September 
21. Tax and tariff revision then will 
have the right of way. 


Meanwhile, advocates of the Stan- 


ley search and seizure act are plan- 
ning an active campaign during the 
recess to convince the country that 
prohibition agents are disregarding 
the constitution.

destroyed aircraft as soon as they have made a thorough investigation 
hi the causes of the accident over Hull, England, yesterday. They also 
say they will so ahead with the construction of the ZB-1, similar to 
the ZR-2, which is I>eiug built near Lakehurst, N. J. 


Members of the house and senate naval affairs committees, how- 


ever, said they believed no further funds for dirigible construction 
should be granted now and that the work on the ZB-1 would be held 
up, if not dropped altogether. 


Navy officials Thursday declared this country can now make air- 


ships as well as the British and that the American product will be 
infinitely safer because helium instead of hydrogen will be used as 
the lifting agent. 


Although they were without specific reports, naval officers believe 


the ZR-2 broke and then tiki highly explosive hydrogen let go. With 
helium the broken airship would have dropped to the ground but the 
passengers would have had time to use their parachutes, officers said. 


Congressmen say, however, that they doubt the feasibility of the 


big dirigible as a war machine. 


Already appropriations totalling $3,000,030 hare been made for the 


ZR-1, but contracts calling for expenditure of only $1,300,000 have been 
signed. The huge hangars at Lakehurst for the two ships have been 
completed at a cost of about $3,000,000.

glers.

the coast decades ago. 


Today smugglers wear silk: hats

States by way of the big liners that 
dock at New York, Seattle and San 
Francisco. 


So the orginal purpose of 
the 


revenue cruiser has vanished. 


Some Useful Work 


The cruisers are manned by com- 


petent 
officers 
and crews and do 


much useful work. 


At certain seasons they cruise in 


the northern seas, watching for ice- 
bergs, protecting the big liners from 
posible collisions. 


They answer all emergency radio 


calls, rushing to the aid of disabled 
or burning ships. They patrol the 
fishing zones in the Bering Sea. And 
they look out for rum runners. 


But every function performed by 


the cruiser can be better performed 
by a regular navy destroyer. 


The 
average 
type 
of 
revenue 


cruiser has a miximum speed of 12 
knots while the navy destroyer can 
,do twice that. 


The revenue cruiser service main- 


tains a training school for officers 
at New London, Conn. That school 
graduates 14 officers every year. It 
costs the taxpayers 
$250,000 a year 


for upkeep—nearly $20,000 for each 
man graduated.

Rulers 
and men of wealth have always want- 
ed wars in order to increase their 
power and wealth. Often most of the 
people want war too. A war may be 
a great national calamity, but it Is 
also a great national emotional de- 
bauch and shake-up. Our participa- 
tion in the World "War was just that. 
Many were killed and maimed, but 
many others had a good time, or made 
money, or saw the world, or gained a 
new point of view. It is useless to pre- 
tend that wars are desired only by the 
men in power who make them. The 
excitement and change which they af- 
ford is often craved by the common 
man as well, even though he bears all 
the cost and takes all the risk. 


But the cost and the risk are always 


becoming greater, and the excitement 
less. Our participation in" the 
war 


was slight. We did not feel the full 
weight of it. 
The Europeans did. 


Burdened with taxes, most of their 
young men dead, the European peo- 
ples see. themselves headed straight 
for more war. They k.-jw that they 
cannot pay the cost of more war ei- 
ther in life or in money. 


That is the meaning of the disarma- 


ment conference. The political powers 
of the world have called it ttecause 
they know there is a demand for it. 
They know that the common man, 
who does the fighting and pays the 
bills, is in a striking mood. The con- 
trol of war has always been in his 
hands, and never could be in anyone 
else's. Any time that he refuses to 
fight there cannot be a war. Any 
time that he refuse's to pay there can- 
not be a war. And he just now has 
his fill of both fighting and paying. 
Therefore the political and diplomatic 
gentlemen will meet here to decide 
among themselves just how much they 
must concede to this new mood of the 
common man. The result of the con- 
ference really depends upon him. He 
is public opinion. 
If public opinion 


remains steadily against high taxes 
and hravy arimment, the politicians 
will have to make some cdncessions. 
But if public opinion gets excited 
about the national animosities which 
will be aired, if its national risibili- 
ties are stirred when the Georges and 
Vivianis begin hurling 
defiance 
at 


each other, then the great disarma- 
ment conference will be 
one more 


Hague Tribunal, -which accomplished 
no more for""«ierld peace than a sew- 
ing circle. 


War Debt a Striking Figure 


Statesmen of various nations from 


time to time have expressed the view 
that nothing would be accomplished 
toward universal peace until the na- 
tions of the world were too poor to 
support big armies and navies. That 
time has arrived now. When the del- 
egations to the conference called by 
President Harding meet in Washing- 
ton in November, nations will _be rep- 
resented having an aggregate debt of 
£385,000,000,000. That debt will be the 
greatest fipure at the conference table. 


As a matter of fact, some of the 


great military and naval powers of the 
earth are proceeding already on the 
assumption that the conference will 
succeed in its aims, and are cutting 
down or halting their military and 
naval programs. Reliable information 
has reached American officials that 
Japan has halted work on her new 


naval construction. Great Britain has 
reduced her force of marines 
from 


87,000 to about 17,000 and reduced hep 
naval personnel to 90,000. 'Other na- 
tions are following their examples to a 
greater or less extent. 


Conferences on the 
subject 
have 


been under way in the United States 
since before the election laat autumn. 
Roughly, the expected outcome of the 
conference may be set <Jown now, so 
far as America is concerned, from in- 
formation obtained from the most re- 
liable official sources. American arma- 
ments are expected to be reduced to 
twelve first line battleships in full 
commission, three squadrons of four 
ships each, divided between th« Atlan- 
tic and Pacific. 
No limitations will 


b« placed upon coast defenses, which1 
by their character cannot be used, of- 
fensively. The standing army will be 
reduced to between 60,000 and 75,000 
men. The other nations of the world 
will agree to reductions in the same 
proportion. 
There will be a strong 


and definite limitation of the numbers 
of aircraft each nation may construct. 
The use of deadly gases and submar- 
ines and their production will be rig- 
idly prescribed. 


It is the belief of the statesmen be- 


hind the move for limiting 
world 


armaments that the greatest security 
against future wars lies in holding 
down professional armies and navies 
to the point where no sudden and 
tremendous offensive can be launched' 
in the 
future, 
such as 
Germany 


launched into Belgium in 1914. The 
time required for preparations 
for 


war after a break between nations 
will be counted upon to a large ex- 
tent to allow the injured feelings of 
both to be smoothed down. 


Many Efforts at Peace 


The earliest effort 
at 
preserving 


peace recorded in history 'was made 
by the Amphictyonies more than five 
hundred years before Christ. In 1623 
one Emeric Cruce, or de Lacroix, 
wrote the "Nouveau Cynee," propos- 
ing that the European world agree to 
the formation of a permanent corps 
of ambassadors which would 
make- 


Venice its headquarters. The votes of 
these plenipotentiaries -were to settle 
all international disputes and this plan 
formed the basis of many brought for- 
ward in the intervening years down 
to the present time. Hugh Grotius, 
the first great writer on international 
law, published a work in 1625 recom- 
mending- the organization of Courts of 
Arbitration designed to constrain the 
national parties to a quarrel to agree 
to settlement. 


The Duke of Sully in 1634 gave to 


the world the program for a long 
time attributed to King Henry IV of 
France, under the title of "The Great 
Design." It was proposed that all of 
Europe be divided into fifteen states 
making up one great Christian repub- 
lic. War was to be prevented by a 
conclave of 40 delegates meeting an- 
nually in the most centrally located 
cities of the fifteen states in rotation. 


The philosopher Kant proposed a 


plaii for perpetual peace in 1796, by 
th© terms of which every nation would 
become republican in form, with a 
pooling of their military forces for the 
preservation of peace. William Jen- 
nings Bryan, while secretary of state, 
had a plan to divert military and naval 
appropriations in the United States to 
tho construction of highways, with the 
idea that the United States, if in- 
vaded, would be defended by citizens 
armed with shotguns speeding over 
these roads in automobiles to the point 
of attack. 
Ernest Landgrave, William 
Penn, 


John Bellers, Rosseau, Puffendorf, and 
others worked for world peace without 
success. 
The Hague Tribunals 
ac- 


complished little. 
Germany in 1914 


showed the futility ot treaty 
agree- 


ments between nations, unless there 
is some great compelling economic 
force in the situation to make ob- 
servance of the treaty expedient. Na- 
tional poverty seems likely to bring 
about the accomplishment vainly striv- 
en for throughout the ages. Kings, 
philosophers, diplomats and 
dema- 


gogues all have failed to stop war, but 
when the comman man says nay to 
the tax collector, then war will stop, 
for a while at least.

are greatly delayed and damaged by 
groundings. 
Such action, either at 


government or-private dams, creating 
an obstruction to navigation, is a vio- 
lation of Section 10 of River and Har- 
bor act approved March 3, 1899. 


"The use of water for power when- 


ever the level of any pool is at or be- 
low the crest of. the •dam which retains 
the pool is in violation of Rule 12 pre- 
scribed by the secretary of war, Feb. 
15, 1895. 


"During the present and all low 


water periods a uniform flow of the 
river" is absolutely essential to proper 
maintenance -of 
navigation. Unless 


any surplus water not needed ffcr na- 
vigation is passed through water pow- 
er wheels in such manner as to main- 
tain uniform flow of the river at all 
tmies, including Sundays and holidaj's, 
the use of water for power must nec- 
essarily be discontinued altogether to 
prevent the creation of obstructions 
to navigation. 


"This matter is brought to your at- 


tention so that such steps vfll be tak- 
en as will prevent further violations 
of the law."

of pessimism 
If credence were given 


to all one hears, there could be but 
one conclusion reached, and that 
would be that the empire was In the 
throes of political and economic dlsso 
lution. To take them at their estimate 
of thomseKcs would be to make the 
mistake Oermanv made in 1914. It is 
much saJer to accept history for a 
guide and forecast from it the future. 
If this is done we must believe, that, 
hard hit as thcv havo been during 
these last seven terrible years, this 
sturdy, self-reliant people will be the 
first of the European belligerents to 
regain their financial and economic 
equilibrium. 


The British stood the financial brunt 


of the war up to the time the United 
States became a participant, and since 
tho war this kingdom lias been the 
seat of more domestic troubles than 
any of the five allied and associate 
powers 
In addition to all they have 


?one through, a drought has come tins 
year which has shortened tho agricul- 
tural yield. 


But the most 
far-reaching blow 


which came to them since the armi- 
stice was the coal strike, recently 
ended. Labor troubles were brewing 
before the war, and what has hap- 
pened this year would have happened 
in 1914 or 1915 if a common danger 
had not postponed the struggle. 


Would Imitalo Knss. 


For a long time it had teen the in- 


tention of British labor to assert itself 
and better 
conditions which were 


thought to be unsatisfactory. At first 
the leaders probably had m mind labor 
ownership, and, failing in that to force 


the nationalization of mines as the 
minimum of their demands 
Then the 


Russian i evolution and super revolu- 
tion came, and with them the scope of 
the plans of British labor widened, 
and at one time it seemed that they 
were intent upon government by di- 
rect action. 


It was at this period that they began 


to lose the sympathy of a large part of 
their fellow citizens who up to that 
point had wished them well, and with- 
out this sympathy their efforts were 
certain to fail. In the meanwhile the 
Russian experiment did not go well, no 
one, 
not even the radical element in 


the ranks of labor wished any ap- 
proach to it. The events transpiring 
in Russia were casting their shadows 
over the world of labor everywhere, 
and it became the part of wisdom to 
move cautiously m order not to pre 
cipitato a struggle This caution labor 
has observed in almost every country 
save Great Britain. 
Here they were 


either badly advised, or were unable 
to visualize for themseUes the condi- 
tions unfavorable to a contest at thia 
time. In addition to the general swing 
to the right of sentiment which has 
been prevalent throughout all coun- 
tries during the last year or eighteen 
months, they chose to strike on a fall- 
ing market for coal, and during a 
worldwide industrial depression.

effort was doomed to comparative fail- 
ure from the start,

to dishearten labor than any happen- 
ing in recent years. Somewhere along 
the line tho plans went amiss, for it 
always had been the intention, when 
the big effort was made, that there 
should be the threat of a sympathetic 
strike of transportation workers—a 
threat which should become a fait 
accompli in the event it was needed to 
bring success. 
The threat came, but 


nothing worse followed 
It was found 


that if the sympathetic strike was 
called, not more than 40 per cent of 
the men would respond and those re- 
luctantly The transportation workers 
had already been given a settlement 
which they regarded as being fairly 
satisfactory, and they were in no mood 
to be used by the miners 
The failure 


to carry off successfully the long- 
threatened general strike was the fin-

ishing touch, and has given labor less 
confidence in the future than they 
ha\e yet had. 


The labor situation in Great Britain 


and the troubles which have been long 
brewing, and which have recently cul- 
minated are the essence of the eco 
nomic outlook for those islands. While 
the settlement with the miners is not 
permanent, still it has disposed of 
some troublesome questions, and an- 
other such disturbance probably will 
not occur again soon 
We may there 


fore look forward to a considerable 
period of industrial composure as far 
as labor is concerned 


The financial situation is bad. but 


less so than in anj of the late bel- 
ligerent countries except the United 
States. With a steady improvement of 
the economic condition, which is now 
looked for, the financial condition will 
also respond 


Paid as She Fought. 


Unlike Germany and France Great 


Britain did not gamble upon winning 
the war and having the 
defeated 


enemy pay the costs. 
She paid, 


through hoavj taxation, a large part 
of war expenses as it progressed We 
did likewise, and the wisdom of such 
action now is manifest. 


The war was on such a colossal scale 


that it has resulted in loss for all con 
corned. 
The former central empires 


are good for only a small part of the 
total cost, and the victorious nations 
are but little less burdened than the 
defeated nations. In 1913 Great Brit- 
ain had a national income of approxi 
mately $12,000,000,000, and a national 
wealth of about $80.000,000 000. The 
national debt was then something over 
$3,000,000,000 The foreign investments 
and in the dominions totaled nearly 
$18,000,000.000. 
It is estimated that 


there were some $2,000.000,000 more in- 
vested abroad privately, making a to- 
tal of about $20,000,000,000 


Through the necessities of war it is 


estimated that $3,000,000,000 of foreign 
investments were liquidated, principal- 
ly those held In the United States, 
leaving the balance now at about $15,- 
000,000,000. In addition to this reduc- 
tion in foreign investments Great Brit- 
am owes the United States and other 
foreign countries, in the form of war 
debts, about $4.000,000,000, making a 
difference in the national balance sheet 
of something under $10,000,000,000. 


That is but one of the misfortunes 


winch the war brought to this country 
The entire financial, industrial and, so- 
cial fabric was dieorganized. 
When 


war came it was necessary to change 
production from a peace to a war basis; 
when the war ended it had to be 
changed back. In the meanwhile much 
had happened. The cost of living had 
risen to unheard-of figures, and the 
wages of labor went hand-in-hand with 
it 
Then, of necessity, came inflation 


and afterward an attempt at deflation. 
As if these were not sufficient ob- 
stables to contend against, labor un- 
dertook to right what was considered 
long-time grievances. 
The situation 


was difficult enough if every class, in- 
cluding labor had struggled to right 
things, but to have dissension and ab- 
stractions at such a critical time was 
almost fatal to reconstruction. 


Workers Slowing Down. 


One of the most serious obstacles 


with which it is still contending, is 
the slackening of labor. This waste is 
variously estimated at from 25 per 
cent to 60 per cent over pre-war days. 
It is felt in all industries—in the 
mines, railways and in every activity 
requiring the human equation. 


The Liverpool Steamship Owners as- 


sociation asserts that it takes five ships 
to do the work formerly done by four, 
and they point to the disastrous conse- 
quences. It is claimed that it is doubt- 
ful whether any greater volume of im- 
ports could be passed through the 
ports because of the waste in carrying 
power. They say that British imports 
cannot increase unless it is possible to 
quicken the rate at which traffic is 
passed through the ports, and that ex- 
ports must decrease unless it is pos- 
sible to bring from abroad a more 
abundant supply of food in order that 
wages and the cost of production may 
be brought down to figures which will 
make it possible to market the prod- 
ucts of the factories and mills. 


That is a gloomy outlook, but it pre- 


'sents in a tellifig way one of the many 
difficulties which must b« met by this 
war-shattered nation. That it will con- 
quer them all is a matter of but little 
doubt, for the Intelligence, the cour- 
age and the determination ar* all here 
and at work. 


One of the things needful to success 


Is an immediate and drastic reduction 
of the budget. The Agitation which 
has been going on in this direction is 


bearing fruit. Upon this phase of re- 
construction the well known p~ona- 
mist, Edgar Crammond, said in a re- 
cent address: 


"The straggle for the maintenance 


of world position i? ceaseless and as 
the populations of the European pow- 
ers increase it will b»com^ more se- 
vere 
For the time beinsr the struggle 


has passed from the mil'taiv domain 
to the economic domain and it is of 
profound importance that ire should 
entar upon this econom.c conflict un- 
der fa-vorable condition 
The reart of 


the empire must br kept sound and the 
first condition of this is a policy of 
ruthless economv 


After giving tho morrisp \r\ popula- 


tion and wealth since 1SOO he also 
says that if there should b« an equiva- 
lent increase of wealth and population 
in the nett ion years, as may be rea- 
sonably expected, the repaiment Of 
thp war debt should r.ot present any 
insuperable difficulties to the next two 
generations 


Have Railroad Muddle. 


The English railwav situation is not 


very dissimilar to tbat in the United 
States when our go\ernment turned 
the railways bark to the owners. On 
Aug. 14, government control here 
ceased As compensation for all claims 
against the government, such as wear 
and tear, etc , a grant nf 60,000.000 
pounds is proposed. 
Half of this is 


to be paid in December and half some 
time in 1922 It is is >et uncertain 
what the roads will do with this, but 
it will probahlj be placed on Murplus 
account, to be used as may seem best.

here, as m the United States, that tfle 
rates have reached a point greater 
than the traffic will bear, and that 
some adjustments must be made The 
problem is what rate will produce the 
maximum paying business, an dthis is 
in process of being worked out 


However, railroad tariffs do not cut 


as large a figure in the life of the na- 
tion as they do m the United States. 
On the whole there is reason to believe 
that the railroad situation here is 
much better than with us, and if it is 
intelligently handled there seems to be 
no insurmountable obstacle in the way 
of making it satisfactory to the public 
and the shareholder. In conclusion, it 
would be well to again emphasize the 
part British labor must play in the 
future, for it will probably be here and 
not in Russia or the United States 
that equitable adjustments between 
capital and labor will finally^be niade. 
And as these adjustments are made in 
G-reat Britain, so probably will they 
eventually be accepted throughout the 
western world. The east has different 
problems and may well reach different 
conclusions from those reached In the 
west. But Europe and America must 
in the long run solve their labor prob- 
lems largely along the same lines. 
Therefore let us hope that British 
labor may be guided by wisdom and 
that they will act with moderation.
